n  excerpt  from  a  talk  Brother  Meehan  gave  to  the  members  of  the 
California  Omicron  chapter  at  UCLA:  I  can  make  a  difference. 
I  learned  diis  in  die  fraternity.  As  an  undergraduate,  in 
addition  to  learning  about  virtue,  diligence,  and  brotherly 
love,  I  learned  that  I  can  make  a  difference  in  this  chapter, 
on  this  campus,  and  in  this  world. 
The  fraternity  teaches  every  one  of  us  that  we  can  make  a  difierence. 
I  learned  that  if  I  wanted  this  chapter  to  be  the  number  one  fraternity  on 
campus,  I  had  to  work  diligendy  for  that.  I  had  to  find  out  where  I  could 
best  help  the  chapter.  I  had  to  pay  my  bills  on  time,  and  I  had  to  get 
involved  in  the  leadership  where  I  could  be  most  effeaive.  I  had  to  work 
every  day  at  being  a  good  representative  of  the  fraternity. 

If  everyone  in  this  room  spent  one  hour  a  day  thinking  about  what 
they  could  do  to  make  the  fraternity  better,  the  fraternity  would  spring 
forward.  This  could  be  anything  from  saying,  "I  am  going  to  be  a  good 
smdent  today,"  to  "I  am  going  to  call  Joe  since  I  haven't  seen  him  around 
the  house  lately,"  to  "I  am  going  to  pick  up  my  trash  after  I  play  pool 
because  it  will  make  the  house  look  nicer  for  the  next  brother  who  comes 
into  the  room." 

I  have  been  involved  with  this  chapter  for  ten  years.  I  have  come  to 
clean-ups  and  called  every  undergraduate  president  more  than  they 
wanted  to  hear  from  me.  But  I  can  honesdy  say  that,  with  all  that  involve- 
ment, I  have  still  gotten  more  from  this  fraternity  than  I  can  ever  give 
back.  I  was  telling  the  new  members  last  semester  that  the  more  you  give 
to  this  fraternity,  the  more  you  receive. 

Id  like  to  close  with  two  quotes.  The  first,  from  Abraham  Lincoln: 
"Any  fool  can  condemn,  criticize  and  complain,  and  most  do."  And  from 
Chi  Chi  Rodriguez:  "The  people  who  take  in  this  world  eat  well.  The 
people  who  give  in  this  world  sleep  well."

Improvement 

Sig  Ep's  Balanced  Man 
Scholarship  is  the  fraterni- 
ty world's  most  effective 
program  for  improving  a 
chapter's  manpower  and 
academic  performance.  A 
recent  study  shows  pro- 
gressive improvement  for 
participating  chapters: 
•  Chapters  participating 
in  the  program  for  the 
past  two  consecutive  years 
improved  combined  aver- 
age GPA  from  2.64  to 
2.65,  an  increase  of  .01. 


•  Chapters  participating 
for  the  past  three  consecu- 
tive years  improved  com- 
bined average  GPA  from 
2.67  to  2.71,  an  increase 
of  .04. 

•  Chapters  participating 
for  the  past  four  consecu- 
tive years  improved  from 
2.63  to  2.72,  an  increase 
of  .09.

Mike  Carlone.

BILL   ^ 
TRAGOS 

Two  characteristics  strike  you  about  Bill 
Tragos:  he's  generally  three  steps  ahead 
of  everyone  else  and,  no  matter  what  he 
does,  he  aspires-no,  he  expects-to  be 
number  one. 


Tragos  (Washington  Univ.  '57) 
heads  a  $2.5  biUion  ad  agency  he 
helped  create  from  scratch  in 
1970.  That  company,  TBWA, 
has  offices  in  34  countries  and  is 
the  1 4th  largest  ad  agency  in  the 
world.  As  a  member  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon's  National  Board  of 
Directors  in  the  early  1980s  he 
fought  for  two  concepts  that  10 
years  later  have  become  the 


norm:  minimum  chapter  sizes 
and  building  balanced  men. 

"Why  do  we  want  to  have  a 
chapter  someplace  and  be 
unimportant?  When  that  hap- 
pens, it  pulls  down  the  whole 
fraternity.  In  my  business,  I 
want  the  option  to  resign  a 
client  if  I  have  to.  We  want  a 
reputation  as  a  creative  agency. 
Many  agencies  do  junk.  We 
want  to  be  a  real  consultant  to 
the  client,  someone  who  adds 
value,  not  just  'yes'  men  or  'yes' 
women." 

Six  years  ago,  Tragos  drew  on 
his  Greek  heritage  and  Greek 
Orthodox  religion  to  help 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  develop  what 
has  become  known  as  the  "bal- 
anced man"  concept-body 
healthy,  spirit  healthy.  Says 
Tragos:  "There  is  a  linkage 
between  physical  health  and 
mental  health.  In  ancient 
Greece,  everyone  worked  out 
and  took  care  of  their  bodies. 
The  body  was  viewed  as  a  vessel 
of  the  mind.  Now  we  find  out 


that  the  ancient  Greeks  were 
absolutely  right." 

Today,  the  balanced  man  con- 
cept has  begun  to  permeate  all 
aspects  of  the  fraternity— from 
being  good  neighbors  to  recruit- 
ing men  with  diverse  interests; 
from  service-oriented  member 
programs  to  top  grade  point  aver- 
ages. 

"If  we  became  focused,  if  we 
took  care  of  our  mind  and  body, 
everything  else  would  follow," 
Tragos  said.  "We  would  respect 
ourselves  and  each  other.  We 
wouldn't  have  manpower  prob- 
lems, GPA  problems,  problems 
enforcing  quiet  hours.  There 
would  be  no  alcohol  or  drug 
abuse,  because  we  respect  our 
bodies.  We  would  laugh  at  haz- 
ing, date  rape,  or  homophobia. 
Each  individual  would  value  oth- 
ers—it is  the  most  basic  of  things." 

Bill  Tragos  grew  up  in  St. 
Louis,  heavily  influenced  by  his 
father  and  his  Greek  Orthodox 
religion.  He  graduated  from 
Washington  University  in  his 
hometown,  where  he  was  presi- 
dent and  rush  chairman  of  Sig 
Ep's  Missouri  Beta  chapter.  "I  still 
don't  understand  why  some  chap- 
ters pay  so  little  attention  to 
rush,"  he  comments.  "It  is  the 
one  thing  you  can  control.  You 
determine  your  own  talent  pool, 
and  the  strength  and  richness  of 
your  own  experience." 

After  graduation,  he  moved  to 
Richmond  and  Sig  Ep  headquar- 
ters to  become  a  travelling  secre- 
tary, the  forerunner  to  today's 
regional  director.  "I  got  so  much 
out  of  that  experience,"  he 
emphasizes.  "When  you're  selling 
the  fraternity,  you're  selling  an 
idea-a  concept.  That's  the  same 
as  in  advertising.  In  fact,  I  got  my 
first  job  in  advertising  because 
Bill  MacDonough  (the  late  Sig  Ep 
Grand  President  who  was  an 
advertising  executive)  nurtured 


and  mentored  me." 

That  job  came  in  1960,  with 
Young  and  Rubicam  in  New  York 
City.  He  says  one  idea-selling 
Sanka  by  putting  the  instant  cof- 
fee into  glass  coffee  makers-sent 
him  off  to  the  Y&R's  London 
office  on  the  General  Foods 
account.  Subsequent  moves  took 
him  to  Holland,  Belgium,  and 
Paris.

Fraternities  and  sororities  get  tine  spotlight  in 
this  Nissan  Ad. 

All  of  that  experience  abroad 
provided  an  appreciation  for  a 
variety  of  cultures  and  an  idea  for 
a  niche  for  an  advertising 
agency-one  based  in  Europe.  It 
would  serve  international  clients 
from  a  point  of  view  different 
from  that  offered  by  companies 
based  in  the  U.S.  He  and  three 
partners  formed  TBWA  (the  first 
letter  in  each  partner's  last  name). 
Along  with  the  Greek-American 
Tragos,  the  partners  hailed  from 
France,  Switzerland,  and  Italy. 
"We  had  very  little  money  and  we 
had  to  convince  people  that  our 
idea  was  a  good  one.   We  had  to 
sell  ideas  and  concepts." 

In  1990,  the  company  became 
part  of  the  Omnicom  group,  a 
holding  company  that  also  owns 
two  of  the  largest  advertising 
agencies  in  the  world,  BBDO  and 


DDB  Needham,  and  is  the  third 
largest  advertising  organization  in 
the  world. 

Earlier  this  year,  TBWA 
acquired  Chiat/Day,  a  Los 
Angeles  based  agency  that  created 
the  first  ads  for  Apple  Computer 
and  gave  the  world  the  Energizer 
bunny.  TBWA  handles  Nissan 
Motors  everywhere  except  in  the 
U.S.  (Chiat/Day  has  the  U.S. 
account).  Eagle  Snacks,  Motorola, 
and  Bridgestone/Firestone. 

TBWA's  creative  talent  cata- 
pulted to  world  recognition  with 
its  Absolut  vodka  campaign.  The 
ads  have  featured  falling 
snowflakes  and  played  Christmas 
carols  when  opened.  They  feature 
the  distinctive  Absolut  bottle 
shape  in  a  variety  of  incarnations. 
The  campaign  earned  a  spot  in 
the  American  Marketing 
Association's  Hall  of  Fame  and 
transformed  an  obscure  Swedish 
product  into  the  top  imported 
vodka  in  the  U.S. 

Before  merging  with 
Chiat/Day,  three-quarters  of 
TBWA's  billings  came  from 
Europe.  The  merger,  Tragos  says, 
"enables  us  to  balance  what's 
done  in  the  States  with  what  we 
do  out  of  the  States.  The  more 
important  we  are  in  the  U.S.,  the 
better  off  we  are  in  the  U.S.,  the 
better  off  we'll  be  all  over  the 
world."

AN  INTERVIEW  WITH 

GRAND  PRESIDENT 

MICHAEL  C.WILLIAMS 


"My  ideal  chapter  is  balanced,  is 
one  of  the  largest  on  campus,  is 
number  one  in  grades  and  takes 
community  service  very  seriously," 
commented  Mike  Williams 
(Memphis  State'  '69),  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilons  Grand  President.  "They 
drive  change  on  campus  —  they're 
in  the  leadership  position.  Finally, 
they're  focused  on,  and  driven  by, 
the  Balanced  Man  concept.  And, 
they  aren't  hampered  by  old  notions 
of  what  it  takes  to  be  a  fraternity." 

"My  ideal  chapter  does  three  of 
these  four  things,"  said  Ken 
Maddox  (Oregon  State  '75),  Sig 
Ep's  executive  director.  "They're 
among  the  best  in  grades,  manpow- 
er, pricing,  and  have  some  measur- 
able success  —  where  they're  num- 
ber one  in  intramurals,  homecom- 
ing, or  whatever  is  appropriate  to 
that  campus. 

Times  have  changed  and  Sig  Ep 
has,  too,  but  the  fraternity  must 
continue  to  act  in  a  manner  consis- 
tent with  the  core  values  articulated 
in  1 90 1 :  virtue,  diligence,  and 
brotherly  love. 

As  Sig  Eps  continue  to  develop  a 
fraternity  that  is  built  to  last,  great 
chapters  emphasize  balance,  attained 
through  continuous  improvement. 
Members  continue  to  educate 
themselves  about  the  fraternity's  val- 
ues by  reading,  discussing,  and 
doing.  Sig  Eps  participate  in  an 
increasingly  outward-looking  frater- 
nity, as  opposed  to  some  of  the  ten- 
dencies toward  the  social  and  self- 
absorbed  —  tendencies  that  are 
rapidly  becoming  obsolete. 

And  the  fraternity  has  standards. 

"We  have  a  standard  of  size  and 
strength  that  we  feel  is  a  fair  bench- 
mark," Williams  said.  The  fraternity 
expects  each  chapter  to  have  a  mini- 
mum of  35  men,  a  2.25  grade  point 
average,  and  a  commitment  to  indi- 
vidual and  chapter  responsibility. 

As  part  of  this  philosophy,  Sig  Ep 
has  had  to  make  some  tough  deci- 
sions. "Low  membership  and  poor 
programming  are  just  symptoms  of 
below-standard  operations  across 


the  board,"  Williams  said. 

Most  organizations  —  profit  and 
non-profit  alike  —  have  found  that 
raising  standards  results  in  improved 
performance.  In  the  fraternity,  chap- 
ters live  up  to,  or  down  to,  those 
expectations. 

"If  a  chapter  lives  by  virtue,  dili- 
gence, and  brotherly  love,"  Williams 
emphasized,  "they  will  outperform 
their  peers.  Healthy  chapters 
demonstrate  our  core  values  — 
virtue,  diligence,  and  brotherly  love 
—  in  all  aspects  of  their  operations; 
for  example,  their  academic  and 
manpower  standards,  and  their 
responsibilities  for  service. 

"In  Sig  Ep,  we  have  structured 
our  operations  —  our  national  sup- 
port —  to  help  those  chapters  who 
want  to  be  the  best,"  he  continued. 
"And  if  a  chapter  doesn't  want  to  be

among  the  best,  why  do  they  exist? 
We  continue  to  emphasize  chapter- 
based  services.  That's  why  we  have 
the  largest  field  staflFof  any  national 
fraternity." 

Executive  Director  Maddox  says 
Sig  Ep's  experience  on  one  new 
campus  confirms  the  value  of  our 
standards.  Officials  at  that  school 
took  a  list  of  all  fraternities  interest- 
ed in  organizing  and  contacted  1 5 
universities  where  each  had  chap- 
ters. Sig  Ep  was  recommended  first 
by  all  15. 

Chapters  that  don't  commit  to 
improvement,  or  to  elimination  of 
unacceptable  behavior,  will  not  con- 
tinue to  exist.  Just  this  academic 
year,  the  fraternity  has  closed  seven 
chapters,  suspended  the  charters  of 
six  chapters,  and  invoked  a  risk 
management  surcharge  on  1 9  chap- 
ters. Chapters  closed  included  those 
of  all  ages  and  sizes,  including  three 
"Alpha"  chapters  and  one  chapter 
chartered  just  three  years  ago. 

"The  days  of  'Alpha  chapters  or 
large  chapters  being  immune  from 
the  consequences  of  their  actions  are 
gone,"  Williams  emphasized. 
"Sometimes  the  only  way  to  create 
change  is  to  close  a  chapter  and 
come  back  in  three  or  four  years 
with  a  new  attitude.  The  National 
Board  of  Directors  has  taken  the 
position  that  we're  strong  enough  to 
do  some  pruning,  where  necessary, 
for  the  good  of  the  whole. 

"We  have  decided  to  take  a  posi- 
tion on  our  convictions  and  consis- 
tent with  virtue,  diligence,  and 
brotherly  love,"  Williams  said.  "In 
short,  we're  'walking  our  talk.' 

"In  our  95th  year,  it  is  clear  that 
great  chapters  are  those  operating  in 
concert  with  our  core  values  — 
virtue,  diligence,  and  brotherly 
love,"  Williams  said.  "These  are 
measurable,  in  terms  of  how  they 
are  applied  to  academics,  manpow- 
er, and  other  areas  of  chapter  opera- 
tions. Our  job,  as  a  national  frater- 
nity, is  to  see  that  chapters  who 
want  to  perform  have  the  resources 
to  do  so." 


SCHOLAR-ATHLETE 

NEBRASKA'S 
ROB  ZATECHKA 


Rob  Zatechka  personifies  the 
scholar-athlete  definition  of  Sig 
Eps'  Balanced  Man.  He's  been  a 
three-year  starter  on  the  offensive 
line  for  the  University  of  Nebraska 
Cornhuskers'  football  team.  He 
recently  graduated  from  college 
with  a  perfect  4.0  G PA  with  a 
major  in  biological  sciences, 
including  classes  in  organic  chem- 
istry and  molecular  genetics.  On 
top  of  that  he  still  has  time  to  be 
an  important  part  of  the  Nebraska 
Alpha  chapter  where  he  was  initi- 
ated in  1991. 

Zatechka,  who  stands  six  feet 
five  inches  and  weighs  315 
pounds,  is  a  two-time  member  of 
the  College  Football  Association's 
Scholar  Athlete  Team  which  recog- 
nizes the  nation's  Academic  Ail- 
Americans.  He  is  the  recipient  of 
the  1994  Honda  Scholar  Athlete 
of  the  Year  Award.  He  is  the  first 
football  player  at  Nebraska  to 
graduate  with  a  4.0  in  more  than 
20  years,  despite  the  fact  that  he 
ofi:en  spent  more  than  seven  hours 
a  day  practicing,  working  out  and 
attending  meetings.  He  was  a 
straight  A  student  in  high  school 
and  graduated  first  in  his  class. 
Recently,  he  took  some  time  to 
share  his  perspectives  on  the 
importance  of  balanced  living. 

The  Secret  of  His  Success 

"To  do  well  in  anything  in  life, 
you've  got  to  enjoy  doing  it.  I 
enjoy  biology,  and  that  made 
studying  really  easy.  Managing 
time  is  really  important,  too. 
You've  got  to  get  your  priorities 
straight  and  then  do  what's  most 
important,  whether  you  want  to  or 
not.  I  once  heard  someone  say,  "If 


you  want  something  done,  give  it  to 
a  busy  man."  I  believe  that.  People 
who  have  a  lot  going  on  do  better 
because  ...  time  is  more  important 
to  them.  And  I  also  think  that  mak- 
ing time  to  have  fun  has  been  very 
important  for  me.  With  everything 
else,  I  still  made  sure  I  had  time  to 
have  a  lot  of  fun." 

Value  of  Sig  Ep  Experience 

"When  I  was  younger  guy  in  the 
chapter  I  remember  looking  up  to  a 
group  of  older  guys  who  were 
involved  in  a  bunch  of  different 
activities.  They  still  found  time  to 
have  a  great  time  and  rock  in 
school,  too.  I  wanted  to  be  like 
them.  It's  not  okay  to  be  really 
involved  in  the  chapter  but  let  your 
grades  and  other  activities  slip.  And 
even  if  you've  got  a  lot  of  other 
things  going  on,  you've  got  to  be 
there  for  the  chapter,  too.

I 
like  the  awards  that  help  me  give 
back  and  help  other  people  do  well, 
too.  There  are  a  lot  of  people  that 
have  helped  me  get  where  I  am." 

Most  Important  Athletic 
Accomplishment 

"The  biggest  one  is  being  elected 
team  co-captain  this  past  year.  On 
our  team  that's  a  leadership  position, 
not  a  popularity  contest.  Getting 
elected  said  to  me  that  even  if  some 
of  my  teammates  didn't  like  me, 
and  I  know  there  some  that  didn't, 
they  still  respected  me  and  what  I 
stood  for.  I'd  rather  be  respected 
than  popular." 

Community  Involvement 

"I  do  a  lot  of  speaking  to  elementary 
and  junior  high  school  kids,  touch- 
ing base  on  anti-drugs  and  the 
importance  of  school.  Kids  are  great 
because  they'll  listen.  I  tell  them  that 
athletics  are  great,  but  if  you  really 
want  to  go  far  you've  got  to  work 
hard  in  school." 

Future  Plans 

"I'm  kind  of  in  a  waiting  game 
right  now.  I've  gotten  a  lot  out  of 
football  and  playing  in  the  NFL 
would  be  a  lot  of  fun.  I've  got  to 
wait  and  see  if  I  get  drafted.  I've  also 
applied  to  med  school  and  I'm  wait- 
ing to  hear  back.  Eventually,  I'll  go 
to  med  school."
